CANADIAN SOCCER TOUR. 


By EK. S. Lukeman. 


With the arrival of our Cana- 
dian brothers to Australia, 
little information upon the his- 


tory of the negotiations, and of 
how the tour was brought about 
may be of interest to our readers. 

During the tour of the Queens- 
land team in 1921, a visitor in the 
person of Mr. W. R. Cowan, of 
Vancouver, a ‘Pilgrim’ in the 
cause of Soccer, who has experi- 
enced the pleasure, ete., of re- 
fereeing games in many parts of 
oar vast Hmpire, witnessed the 
game vy Queensland at Wentworth 
Park Oval. He made himself 
known to our Billy Lincoln. 
George Martin, and Arthur Drew 
and later in the afternoon to this 
scribe. 

Over a glass of ‘lemonade’ 
Canadian Soccer was talked of and 
comparisons were made between 
theirs and our standard; the whole

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ef our party was unanimous that 
an exchange of visits would be a 
fine thing for our countries and 
the game. 

Mr. Cowan, later in the day, 
was the guest of the Metropolitan 
Association at the banquet to the 
Gueenslanders, and there express- 
ed the opinion publicly that we 
ought to bring these two integral 
parts of our Empire into closer re- 
lationship. He left our shores 
for Canada with warm feelings to- 
ward us, and a keen determination 
to use his best endeayours to se- 
cure his objective. 3 

At that time Mr. David Ray 
was Secretary of the Canadian As- 
sociation, and, after submitting 
this matter to the Commonwealth 
Association in January, 1923, I 
was directed to negotiate directly 
with Canada. For some time we 
eould get no information until we 
learned that New Zealand were 
negotiating with them and had 
wade progress. 

Upon the arrival of the New 
Zealand team, we were advised 
that they had received an _ offer 
from Canada, and were prepared 
te discuss the question of the ex- 
tension of the teur to Australia. 
Mr. Graves was authorised to con- 
fer with our people regarding this 
matter. Every opportunity was 
afforded Mr. Graves, and while in 
Queensland a conference was held, 
Mr. Barlow, representing C.F.A. 
interests, being present. Later Mr. 
Graves placed his proposals before 
the N.S.W. Association, at New- 
castle, after the last test match 
there. 

Finally, Mr. Graves, Mr. Bar- 
low and myself arrived at the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

1. That N.S.W. and Queensland 
would subsidise the tour 50 per 
eont., with N.Z., on the initial lia- 
bility. 

2. That representation would 
be made by Mr. Graves to His As- 
sociation to consider the question 
of allowing eight Saturdays in 
Australia and six weeks in the 
Dominions: ) 

_8. That he would represent to 
his Association the consideration 
of our policy of pooling gates and 
sharing profit or loss pro rata. 

h 4. That a limitation of £1000 
in regard to allowances to plavers 


and the possibilities of the suc- 
cess of the tour were collected 
and supplied to Mr. Graves. 

We were exceeding optimistic, 
and were greatly encouraged by 
the attitude of Mr. Graves, and 
fully expected some lead from 
N.Z. without delay. 

Time went on, and nothing 
came to hand excepting a press 
announcement that the ‘“‘Nanaino”’ 
(Canadian) team would tour Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. Knowing 
the attitude of our various States 
Mr. Barlow and I conferred, as 
the Executive of the C.F.A., and 
we immediately advised that we 
must have a representative side 
or none at all. Replies to corres- 
pondence with N.Z. regarding ar- 
rangements did not convey the im- 
pression that N.Z. were enthusi- 
astic over the visit, but we were 
patient until November, when a2 
letter arrived from Mr. John Rus- 
sell, of Vancouver, a V.P. of the 
Canadian Association, and also 
trom Mr. Cowan, advising us of 
the alteration of Hon. Secretary, 
and suggesting getting into touch 
with them at once. 

Even then we were reluctant to 
proceed in view of our arrange- 
ment with N.Z., but the meeting 
of C.F.A., was drawing near, and 
it became imperative that some- 
thing of a definite character had 
to be done, and that quickly. 

After conferring with Mr. Bar- 
low and Mr. .Storey, I wrote and 
eabled the D. of C.F.A. They 
immediately replied, and when de- 
finite advice came to hand from 
England that the Bnglish tour 
was deferred until 1925, we closed 
with Canada, at the same time in- 
forming New Zealand of what had 
been done. The N.Z. F.A, took 
the matter rather badly, but hav- 
ing gone so far and done the very 
best we could, we did not permit 
it to deter us from going ahead 
win or lose—with the project. 

The boys are here; we are fay- 
orably impressed, and after last 
Saturday’s game and their victory 
on the Coast during the week we 
look forward to Saturday's match 
with great interest.

HANDLING THE BALL.—The 
goalkeepers only may play the ball 
with their hands, and they only 
within the penalty area. INTEN- 
TIONAL handling only is penal- 
ised by a free kick to the opposite 
side, opponénts keeping back ten 
yards. 

OFF-SIDE.—This is the hard- 
est rule of all. A player cannot 
be off-side in his own half of the 
field of play, nor when the ball 
is last played by an opponent, nor 
if he is behind the ball when it 
is last played. He cannot be off- 
side when a corner kick or throw- 
in is taken, this protection ceas- 
ing when the ball is again played 
ty one of his own side.

Many 
opportunities are lost in front of 
goal by players tapping the ball 
first here, then there. A first time 
shot oft times will take the de- 
fence unawares, whereas “he who 
hesitates is lost,’’ or at least the 
ball is. If you are not in a posi- 
tion, or the ball does not come 
to you in a way to enable you to 
make a first-time shot, it is necis- 
sary to “trap” the ball and work 
for an opening by dribbling, or 
drawing the defence to make an 
opening tor your inside forwards. 
Learn to “trap” @ ball correctly 
by putting your foot on top of it 
as it comes to you, thus stopping 
it dead. 
The Inside Forwards. 

This position is a most impor- 
tant one, and often a team is suc- 
cessful or otherwise according to 
the ability of its inside men. An 
inside forward should develop 
control of the ball and craftsman- 
ship. He has to be the forager. 
and should fall back atid assist 
his half back when necessary. A 
forward line should work in the 
shape of a squat W with the in- 


side forwards slightly behind the 
centre forward and wing men 
Get to understand your wing 


man’s play and ascertain how he 
likes a ball placed. Some wing

waste time and give the opposing 
half-time to cover him. Learn to 
play with your half back as wel! 

Swing to ball 
over to the opposite wing occas- 
ionally. A half back soon gets 
the strength of a player who al- 
ways exploits the same movement. 
Make openings for your centre 
forward, but .at the same time 
have a shot at goal as opportuni- 
ties occurs Let your brains and 
feet work in harmony. Be quick 
in making a decision as to what 
your movement is going to be and 
develop your footwork, so that 
you can execute your ideas ra- 
pidly. We have many clever foot- 
ballers here, but their execution 
is too slow and stereotyped. A 
good boxer never telegraphs 4 
a4 ee ’ ennd fonthaller should 


wing. The best pair I ever saw 
were Joe Bache and Albert Hall. 
who played for Aston Villa some 
12 to 14 years ago. These two 
interchanged positions frequently 
in making a run down the field. 
li the outside man eut in the in- 
side man went out, and vice versa, 
and I have seen them pamboozle 
the finest defenders in England 
with their clock like precision. 
Bache was undoubtedly a star in- 
side left, but I have seen many 
more brilliant wing men than Hall, 
put as a pair they were unrivalled. 
Wing men should remember it is 
not policy to always run down to 
the corner flag before crossing the 
ball. Many speedy men overrun 
their inside forwards, and when 
they centre they find no inside 
men up to receive the ball. Use 
your brains as well as your feet. 
Look for the man in the best 
position to receive the ball and 
learn to plece in accurately. A 
lusty kick across the mouth of 
goal is not advantageous because 
often your inside men are unable 
to gather the ball. A centre plac- 
ed a few yards in front of the 
goalkeeper and between the full 
hacks is the ideal, and a good cen- 
tre forward should be able to 
turn to good account. Wing men 
should not attempt, as many do, 
to score from impossible angles. 


Having dealt with each indi- 
vidual position, I will now con- 
clude with a few generalities. 


Players should note it is not now 
necessary to notify the referee of 
their intention to resume playing 
after haying left the field through 
injury.. In fairness to the referees. 
however, a player should let him 
know in some way that he is re- 
suming. . 

Players should always be well 


shod. Get boots that fit you, and 
keep them laced tightly. Get 
correct Soccer boots and keep 


them well greased. See they are 
studded or barred correctly. These 
little things make a lot of differ- 
ence to your play. If you want 
to be a good player don't drink 
or smoke cigarettes. Train assid- 
uously. Tuesday night physical 
exercises and a massage are Te- 
commended. Thursday night 
sprinting, and if possible ball prac- 
tice and plenty of skipping amd 
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yourself in the dressing room f 
ungentlemanly conduct.
